SENATOR WILLIS' SPEECH AT CLEVELAND 


Senator Willis, in his talk in Cleveland last evening, 


spoke strongly for the peace pact, and against the can- 
cellation of the debts of the allies to this country, accord- 
ing to the newspaper reports. 


He says that in this peace pact the nations agree tc 


respect the rights of others in their insular possession;-. 
We do not notice Senator Willis' differentiation be- 
tween this and article 10 in the League of Nation*. One 
respects the rights cf thp members of the treaty to their 
possessions, and the other guarantees their political in- 
tegrity. 


The difference that a nation would respect the right* 


of another nation in a certain matter, and that it would 
guarantee the political integrity of that other nation in 
claiming those rights, is, to say the least, extreme]} 
blight. 


The language of the peace pact is simply made to 


avoid the language that was used in the League pact. 
Senator Willis' attempt to save the face of tho?p who 
were against the League pact on the ground of artu-lr 10. 
hut who are in favor of the peace pact, by the sus:2e-tion 
that in the peace pact they are to "talk it over.' in ca^c 
of a controversy, in our judgment will not bear careful 
scrutiny. 


The peace pact will undoubtedly be adopted, but 


we do not believe that it will be adopted because of thj- 
particular element in it. It will be adoptt-d m =pite of 
•hat. 


The most serious objection to the Leaonie, a^ deter- 


ininded upon two years ago, was the fact that it reposed 
the entire determining power m five permanent member^ 
nf the council, which was undemocratic. 


We believe that Senator Willis will finally change 


his mind on the question of the cancellation nf the fore 
]gn debts. He is right when he said that loan-, should 
not be used to buy bullets when they were made to buy 
bread. 
While this is a good sentiment, yet we mu-t re- 


member that loans were made to the allies when they 
were engaged in war, and for the purpose of warfare, 
and it is those loans which make up the great bulk of our 
debt. 
We are quite strongly of the opinion that we will 


be forced in the interest of industrial rehabilitation to 
cancel the debt or a great portion of it.
